Dunham has 
had about as much experience with 
deuce orchestras as any musician 
He has played both trombone and 
trumpet with Paul Tremaine and 
Glen Gray, and sat with the great 
Benny Gocdman band on several 
recording sessions. 

The first major engagement played 
by Sonny was wtirt Paul Tremaine 
around 1930 Joining Glen Oray's 
famous Casa Loma orchestra shortly 
thereafter. Dunham was for years 
the group's featured instrumentalist, 
playing such specialties as Memories 
of Yon 'now his theme' and Geor- 
jia On My Mind.

With Casa Loma he developed a 
new and sensational style of trum- 
pet playing that put him at the top 
of the heap of trumpet players. The 
most remarkable things about all 
this is that Sonny continued to play 
excellent trombone along with his

In March 1940 Dunham left the 
Casa Loma band in Hollywood and 
decided to branch out on his own. 
He picked the cream of Hollywood s 
musician* and played his first en- 
gagement with his own band in June 
of that year. 

Since that time the group has 
played record breaking dates at the 
Casa Manana in Culver City. Cali- 
fornia. The Grove in the famous 
Russian River.
